At the November meeting, the Trustees of the Public Library 

wey mE" install "rentel" service. This action was taken after a care- 

ful survey among the more active users of the Library, and showed that 

such service would mest with their whole-hearted approval. The reason 

ie thet with limited appropriations a library should only buy one book 

of a kind, end in recent years this limitation has been somewhat incon- 

venient to library users, because it meant the esteblishment of a “wait- 

ing list" which took weeks or months before a user could secure the privi- 

lege of reading said book. 


The intent of the Trustees is that only the so-called "best- 
sellers" shall be so placed on the "rental" shelf, and that there be a 
free book in cireulation at all times. In other words, no book will be 
purchased for the "rental" list which is not on the free list. When a 
book has “paid for" itself, 1% will automatically be placed on the free 
list and be used to take care of any demand at the time and, therefore, 
become the property of the Library. 


Mr, Stone has checked the statutes and finds nothing which forbids 


the Trustess from such action. He also has checked with the Auditor's 
Office in the State House and finds that there is nothing which forbids 
the usage of general funds for purchase of such books. Miss Jones of the 
State Division of Libraries has also been consulted, and this type of 
service meets with her whole-hearted approval. She informs us that it 
is very much in use throughout the State. She has supplied us with a 
partial list of those libraries now having such a service, and while it 


4s ten years old, it will serve to indicate that the idea is quite gener- 


ally tel A copy of the list 18 enclosed. 


Because of the possibility of confusion with regard to which 
funds should be used in the purchase of books, there has been unanimously 
adopted by the Trustees a revelving fund subscribed privately for this 
purpose. This will mean, of course, that we will have no conflict with 
either the endowed or the general funds now being used.
